GREAT EMPIRE 


LIKE CPU 


And a Crisis Is Likely to 


Be Brought to Band in 


RUMOR OF JEWISH MASSACRE 


WHICH IS LIKELY TO OCCUR IS EN- 


COURAGED IT GOVERNMENT 


Censorship at Work and People are 


at Present Overawed by 


Thousands of Soldiers. 


There is jio improvement in 
the 


Russian situation today. The con- 
dition may be likened to a seethin 
cauldron, boiling 
over here 
and 


thene and likely at any moment to 
boil over all the wa,y around. Thus, 
the discontent 
that exists in the 


great empire shows itself today by a 
peasant rebellion in the provinces of 
Orel and Veronezh, where the dissat-. 
isfied people for want of better arms 
are fighting the cruel Cossacks with 
scythes and pitchforks. Casualties 
there to date exceed 500, and it does 
not take much reasoning to figure 
out that the greater portion of the 
bloodshed came from, the down-trod- 
den people. 


Again the bubbling trouble can be 


seen in Odessa, where the air is preg- 
nant with rumor that a Jewish mas- 
sacre is to occur, and the people of 
this benighted race are already flee- 
ing for their lives. It has often been 
charged that government officials, to 
divert the people from their own trou- 
bles, encourage these massacres. An- 
other indication of tbe general unrest 
"Is"the mutiny,which oeeurretHiN^ar- 
saw last night. - T*o officers were 
killed and six wounded before the 
trouble could be suppressed. 


Quiet reigns in St. Petersburg, but 


it is the ominous calm that precedes 
the storm. 
Russian, censorship is 


plainly at work. Judging from dis- 
patches the people for the moment, 
are overawed by the presence of thou- 
sands of soldiers, 
but 
the secret 


meetings and the talk of a general 
strike are indications of the trouble 
. to come. Through its bayonet rule 
the Russian government is at present 
able to check the sporadic disorders 
that crop out here and there, but can 
this state last? 
The plan outlined 


by the Douma in its Viborg manifes- 
to, "not a kopec to the throne or a 
soldier to the army," 
is likely to 


bring the crisis to a head. 


PEASANT REBEftLIOX. 


St. Petersburg, July 24—A peasant 


rebellion has broken out in the prov- 
inces of Orel and Veronezh and in- 
fantry and Cossacks are now engaged 
in fighting the peasants. Several ser- 
ious engagements have occurred in 
the neighborhood of Staigaonosk and 
Bobrov. The peasants for the most 
part are armed only with scythe and 
pitchfork, 'but they 
have 
made a 


brave stand before the troops, only 
to be shot down mercilessly by the 
soldiers. The casualties up to late 
are reported to esceeed 500. 


Details received today in regard to 


the mutiny last night at Warsaw are 
to the effect that two officers were 
killed and six wounded in the attack 
made on the officers' club by muti- 
neers. The mutineers belonged to 
the artillery corps. They set fire to 
the officers' club and then shot dowa 
the officers as they rushed from 
the 


burning structure in their night 
clothes. 
A detachment of

was called out and subdued the mu- 
tineers.

The government pro- 
hibits its publication and it is doubt- 
ful if it can be got to the nation, in 
view of the oppostion. 


DELEGATES WILL RETURN. 


London, July 34—The Russian del- 


egates 
to the 
inter-parliamentarj 


peace conference, who take the posi- 
tion, that as the Douma, 
by which 


they were appointed 
has been dis- 


solved they no longer have a right to 
sit in the conference as representa- 
tives of that nation, will return to 
St. Petersburg today. M. Bodischieff, 
one of the delegates in an interview 
with the correspondent of the Scripps 
McRae Press association, said: 


"We are able now to form an opin- 


ion, as to the outcome of the preset t 
return to absolutism in Russia, The 
world must, not expect an immediate 
reply from the Russian people for we 
were caught totally without organiza- 
tion. Besides the peasants are now 
too busy harvesting the crops. We 
jraust wait several months until Octo- 
ber, 
at the earliest, before our re- 


sponse to the Czar's latest move can 
hope to be effective. 


"What form our reply will take 


has not yet been decided. We, how- 
ever, are looking the facts straight in 
the face. Wte do not believe a revo- 
lution can succeed solely by force of 
arms. We must depend upon con- 
structive rather thaa 
destructive 


methods to win our fight. While we 
believe that discontent prevails in the 
army we do not believe this dissatis- 
faction is so extensive as to premit 
us to count upon the support of the 
soldiers except in a few instances. We 
intend .to try to so arrange matters. 


compel the Czar to recall ''the Daumo. 
We believe it is certain that the Dou- 
ma will be sitting again before next 
March and we will take up reform 
measures by constitutional means." 


The opinion of M. Bodischieff 
is 


important as giving an indication of 
the vews of the constitutional demo- 
crats in Russia of whom he is one of 
the principal leaders and who number 
in the ranks of their party the chief 
intellectual leaders of the Douma. 
Apparently-the constitutional demo- 
crats have decided that they cannot 
work together with the militant rad- 
icals and socialists. 
This would 


eem to indicate that the Russian 
parties will continue to be divided 
and that the Czar can count upon the 
.nability of the reformers to present 
a united front in opposing the crown's 
program. 


CZ1R PREPARING A COUP. 
St. Petersburg. July 24—It is re- 


ported today that the Czar is prepar- 
ing another coup with the end in viev- 
of discrediting tic Douma by issuing 
a manifesto granting

posed particularly to favor the peas- 
ants and -laws in the reforms to oe 
granted.

GYPSY MOTH COMING BY AUTOMOBILE.

Albany, N. Y., July 24—Westward 


the gypsy moth takes its way. It has 
caused millions of dollars' worth ol 
damage in Massachusetts, has escaped 
to New Hampshire and 
Connecticut, 


and now the invasion is turning to- 
ward New York State. 


This interesting information is con- 


veyed in a letter of warning just is- 
sued by E. P. Felt, state etomologist, 
who also asks inhabitants of the Em- 
pire state to watch for the brown tail 
moth in addition to the gypsy etna ze- 
port their appearance anywhere in the 
state at once. 


According to Mr. Felt the gypsy 


moth likes to ride by automobile. In 
this connection he says: 


"Experience has shown that auto- 


mobiles are very active agents in 
transporting this insect, and, with 
their increa&ed use in recent years, no 
one can forsee where the pest may ap- 
pear next." 


The brown tail moth is a more re- 


cent introduction, and, like the gyp- 
sy moth, flies readily. It is not only 
a very destructive leaf feeder, but the 
barbed hairs of the caterpillars cause 
a-very severe irritation upon the un- 
protected skin. 


Two rows of warts down the bac'c 


of the gypsy moth caterpillar make it 
easily distinguishable. It is about two 
inches long and the ten anterior warts 
are blue, the twelve posterior red. The 
gypsy moth will on the slightest dis- 


_turbance leap on passersby and cling 


to clothing. 


Brown tail moths have white spots 


on each side and a single pair of red 
spots near-the tail. They prefer wild 
cherry, pear, apple, maple, elm and 
white oak leaves, and

The balloon with which Wellinan is \ 


to seek the pole is the king of airships, j 
being the largest ever yet constructed. - 
The gas bag, which is oblMg in shape, j 
is over 1GO feet in length and above 50 [ 
feet in diameter. To keep this gigan- j 
tic bag from losing its shape under the ' 


Tin- motors arp three in number, one 


of ii\c horsepower to fill the balloon- 
etto, one of t^r-nty fne horsepower and 
one of fifty horsepower, the two larger 
ones IvinK for the actual propulsion of 
the balloon. 


An ai erage speed of twelve mile1-, per 


hour can be made. This on occasion 
can be increased to seventeen miles per 
hour.

winds retarding and favorable ones ac- 
celfratnii; the great ship in its flight. 
If contrary winds of too grp.it force 
are met a drag anchor, or retarder, 
will be thrown overboard, which, with- 
out making the balloon fast, will keep 
it from driftini; too far or too rapidly 
from its course. 


Many Safety Appliances Provided. 
Many other safety appliances have 


been provided. An extra set of steer- 
ing and propelling apparatus will be 
taken along m case of breakage. 
If 


OD<5 of the large motors becomes dis- 
abled the other can be put into use. 
In case the worst happens and the 
balloon for any unforeseen reason 
should become useless a set of sledges 
or sKees have been constructed and will 
lie taken aboard the balloon. These 
sledges are provided with motors, or 
"mechanical dogs," as Wellman calls 
them, and with them rapid progress 
can be made over the ice and snow. 
The balloon is so strongly constructed, 
however, that it seems almost impos- 
sible that any accident should befall 
sufficient to disable it. The one dan- 
ger is a snowstorm, under the weight 
of which the great machine would be 
helpless. 
Fortunately polar snows in 


July and August, during one of which 
months the journey ^s to be made, are 
rare. 


Enoush gasoline and 2ro'sis!oris will 


be taken with the expedition to last a 
much longer time than should be re- 
quired to make the journey. The pole 
is about 600 miles north of Spitzber- 
<ren, from which point the balloon is to 
be launched. At an average speed of 
twelve miles an hour the trip up and 
back should only occupy 100 hours or 
a little over four days. Allowing for 
the most adverse conditions, it is hard- 
ly conceivable that more than ten days 
or two weeks at most should be re- 
quired for the voyage. 
Leakage Reduced to Very Low Point. 
The leakage from the gas bag has 


been reduced to the lowest possible 
point, and it is believed will not ex- 
ceed 1 per cent a day. There is always 
some loss of inflating material from 
the best built balloons, this loss usu- 
ally amounting to 2 or 3 per cent a 
Hay. The smaller leakage in the Well- 
man balloon will be fully balanced by 
the decreased weight of the gasoline 
and provisions aboard, as these are 
used up from day to day in running 
the motors and feeding the aeronauts.

If 
necessary, abandoned and a new bal- 
loon constructed. Some such contin- 
gency may delay the trip for a year. 
If the first effort to reach the pole Is 
not successful another trial will be 
made a year later, and if that fails still 
another attempt will result. To put it 
plainly, the north pole has got to coine 
into the reservation of the known if 
American ingenuity, newspaper enter- 
prise and Wellman perseverance can 
brii's It there. 


Wireless Telegraphy on Board. 


One of the novelties of the Wellman 


expedition — and pretty much every- 
thing about it is a novelty — is that 
•wireless telegraphy will be used in or- 
der that the daily reports of the voyag- 
ers may be flashed back to civilization. 
One wireless station has been estab- 
lished at Spitzbergen, another about 
COO miles south, and the third will be 
on the balloon itself. Instead of this 
bein? a pole high in the air, however, 
it will be a rope hanging from the bas- 
ket of the ship. A wireless apparatus 
and operator will be carried with the 
expedition. 
Thus even if the melan- 


choly fate ofAAndree should overtake 
the daring aeronauts the world will be 
enriched by an account of their obser- 
vations. If the pole is discovered we 
shall not have to wait months for the 
news to reach us, but it will be flashed 
all over the world on the very day it 
occurs. Great is_science, and wireless 
telegraphy is its newest wonder. 


•If Walter Wellman reaches this goal, 


which has been the dream of ages, he 
will not be the first American news- 
paper man to have gained fame as a 
discoverer. 
Henry M. Stanley, the 


great African explorer, was a reporter 
on a New York newspaper at the time 
he found Livingstone. 


Does Not Believe In Omens. 


Wellman was born at Mentor, O., 


Nov. 
3, 1858. The fact that he is a 


Buckeye is another sign that he will 
succeed. Besides, Mentor was the home 
of James A. Garfield, so that is a good 
place to have been born in. That is 
another auspicious omen. 
Wellinan 


himself, by the way, does not believe 
in signs and omens, for he is going to 
start his expedition from the same is- 
land where Andree began his voyage 
to fame and death. The rest of us, 
however, may be excused for believing 
that a man who took his rise in Men- 
tor, O., had a favorable point of set- 
ting out. 


Mr. Wellman was educated in the 


district schools of Michigan. 
At the 


age of fourteen he launched a •weekly 
newspaper at Sutton, Neb., and when 
twenty-one started the Cincinnati Post. 
He did notable work as a correspond- 
ent ia the Blaine-Cleveland campaign 
of 1884. For over twenty years he has 
been one of the Washington represent- 
atives of the Chicago Record-Herald, 
which newspaper is financing his pres- 
ent undertaking. 


The first voyage of discovery made 


by Wellman was in 1892, when on 
Watling island, or San Salvador, in 
the Bahamas, he ereetejl a monument 
on the spot where Christopher Colum- 
bus made his first landing 414 years 
ago. 
Two years later Mr. Wellman 


started his initial arctic voyage, reach- 
ing 81 degrees north. 
Subsequently 


he was the leader of an expedition to 
Pranz Josef Land, reaching 82 degrees 
north and discovering a number of new 
islands. He has written extensively 
of the arctic regions and has lectured 
before learned bodies in Europe and 
America. In appearance he is of dis- 
tinguished bearing, with the keen, alert 
look of the modern representative of 
the press. His home is in "Washington, 
where he has a family of five daugh- 
ters. Altogether he is not only the 
writer, but the typical American who 
does things. 


In rendering credit to those who 


have assisted in making the present 
Wellman expedition possible. M. San- 
tos-Dumont, the celebrated French 
aeronaut, should not be overlooked. 
His advice in building the great dirigi- j 
ble balloon has been almost invaluable. I 
The gas bag itself is made of two lay- j 
ers of' cotton and one of silk. The ca,r 
is suspended beneath this cigar shaped 
bag and is'about six feet wide, six and 
a half feet high and fifty-two feet long. 
The engine room and living room, or 
cabin, are each about eleven and a half 
feet in length. In these little compart- 
ments will be enacted a new chapter j 
in human history, for their inmates 
will go either to death or to a goal i 
sought by man for centuries. 
| 


If they succeed in reaching the pole 


the world will regard it as the greatest 
discovery since that mnde by Colura-1 
bus. Grant that the finding of tho 
earth's axis will be a thing of no utili- 
ty, what then?

PURPORT OF 


THE TREATY 


Agreed to by Lately Warring Govern- 


ments of Central America. 


FORGET PAST DIFFERENCES 


Will Disarm and Disband Their Re- 


spective Forces, Deliver Up Prison; 
er» of War, Care,For the Wounded 
Within Their Borders, and Keep a 
Close Watch on All Plotters. 


San Salvador, July 24.—The princi- 


pal clauses of the treaty signed by the 
representatives of the Central Ameri- 
can governments of Guatemala, Salva- 
dor and Honduras are as follows: 


First—Salvador and Honduras re- 


turn to a state of peace with Guate- 
mala, forgetting 
past 
differences. 


Therefore they will concentrate their 
armies and disarm them within eight 
days from the date of the signature of 
the treaty, leaving only the 
troops 


previously stationed in the 
various 


garrison towns and the flying columns 
required for police service. 


Second—The contracting 
govern- 


ments will reciprocally delive*1 up the 
prisoners of war and take care gratu- 
itously of the wounded in their res- 
pective territories, who are unable to 
return to their homes. AH political 
prisoners will also be immediately lib- 
erated, and each delegation will re- 
commend to its government the issu- 
ance of a decree of general amnesty 
so soon as possible. 


Third—The high contracting par- 


ties agree to concentrate all the po- 
litical refugees now in their respec- 
tive territories or who may hereafter 
enter their respective territories, and 
likewise to watch their conduct so as 
to prevent them from .abusing 
tfa'e" 


right of asylum in conspiracy ai^tinst 
the order and, tranquillity of the 'coun- 
try from which they emigrated. 


Fourth—Within two months 
from 


date of the signature of the treaty the 
contracting parties will sign a general 
treaty of peace, friendship and com- 
merce, etc. The capital of Costa Ri- 
ca is designated as the place for the 
fully authorized representatives of .the 
three republics to meet. In the mean-

Ths living pictures of 
the events ot jestcrdcy still smile on 
the city and we should gladly post- 
pone the story of the colossal demon- 
stration until some more propitious 
hour, were that only possible and- if 
we did not know in advance that, at 
best, the story ot so gieat an event as 
that of yesterday must necessarily bo 
deficient. 


"It was a festival, grand and sen- 


sible at the same time, and one which, 
according to the American 
inhabit- 


ants of the city, Columbus has never 
before experienced. It was an honor 
day for the whole Teutonic 
popula- 


tion—a day that caused every son. of 
the old motherland, Germania, to feel 
a just pride in his ancestry and to 
slap himself on the chest and say: 'I 
am also a German!' And our Ameri- 
can neighbors? What shall we say cf 
them"7 They were also oveiwhelmed 
•with the grandeour and the majesty 
of the demonstration 
and many an 


American house displaced 
for the

colors.

theje were any who imagined that the 
festival was tc be a mere flirtation 
with lager beer they were sadly dis- 
appointed. 
From the firing of 
the 


first cannon, with which the 
festival 


was opened, until the very" close of 
the demonstration, was worthy of its 
origin and not one discordant 
note 


was heard to distuib the- gentle har- 
mony of the celebration. 
The sense 


of art and proportion and the aesthet- 
ic taste displayed by jthe separate 
groups in the procession must have 
certainly overwhelmed many an Am- 
erican eye witness and 
must have 


convinced all that the 
German na- 


tion can not only hit hai-d, but in ad- 
dition in the field of art and educa- 
tion it does not need to fight fo-- a 
place. Many an Arneiican who, per- 
haps, held only a common view of us 
must have been taught respect for us 
Ijy and through this fc-st. 


"Even the skies were well disposed 


toward us. The May sun 
laughed 


heartily at it all and the weather 
never was and could scarcely ever be 
'more propitious."

have 
been 


ruined physically and others financial- 
ly ,and these reverses have likewise 
caused suffering to the families of vet- 
erans.

effect in the business would of the vast 
sums of money distributed each quar- 
ter in every state and territory in" the 
Union. The distribution each year ot 
about $140,000,000 among the '975,000 
pensioners in the United States means 
not only relief to the participants but 
means that much more money thrown 
into circulation and it makes a de- 
crease of state expenses, because but 
for this help given by the federal gov- 
ernment there would most cei'fainly 
be an overcrowding of the poor houses 
in a number of states. 


While the number now on the pen- 


sion rolls is gradually decreasing from 
the high-water mark of 1,000,400 pen- 
sioners, yet the decrease is slow, be- 
cause of -the granting of pensions to 
the widows. 


There are 18 agencies in the United 


States, but the two principal ones are 
the Ohio and Kansas agencies. Until 
six years ago the Ohio agency was the 
largest, but the tide of immigration 
west caused Ohio to rank second, giv- 
ing the first place in size to Kansas. 


The present state agency at Colum- 


bus is the result of the consolidation 
in July, 1877, of the agencies at Colum- 
bus, 
Cleveland and Cincinnati, and im- 


mediately after the consolidation the 
number of pensioners on its rolls was 
21,000. 


The Ohio agency five years ago had 


105,000 pensioners on its rolls. Tmt that 
number has decreased to 98.068. It dis- 
tributed last year $14,2G2,43'S.96 among 
those on its rolls. 
This work was 


done by only 38 employes under the 
pension agent, and the 
distribution
